BorN in Natick in 1861, an M.I.T. graduate and electrical engineer. 
He did pioneer work in the early days of electric lighting in Boston, 
served as a professor in the new Stanford University in California, and 
conducted experimental work on submarine signalling, which after- 
ward saved ships and lives in World War I. 


After returning home from the west, Mr. Gale took an active 
part in town affairs. As chairman of the School Committee, he initiated 
the courses in manual training, woodwork, cooking, etc. After two 
terms in the Legislature, he served sixteen years as chairman of the 
Planning Board, and prepared the present Building Code for the Code 
committee. 


Since then he has served the town twenty years on the Board of Ap- 
peals and forty years as a Trustee of the Morse Institute. In that posi- 
tion he planned and supervised the enlargement and improvement of 


the library building. 


Some things by which Natick may remember Mr. Gale’s work in 
the Legislature are: the highway from Natick to Wellesley and Fram- 
ingham; the cleaning of the mud flats and flooding the Natick end of 
Lake Cochituate, at the expense of the Metropolitan District; the beauty 
and use of the Charles River above the dam, preserved by legal prohibi- 
tion of drawing the water-level down for power purposes; the legal re- 
striction of billboards and the absence of three-decker wooden tene- 
ments and jerry-built houses under our Building Code.

James D. Elliott was responsible for the founding of Natick. 


Natick was only the second community founded to protect Indian rights 
and opportunities. 


The General Court granted 6000 acres of land to the ‘praying Indians” 
in 1651. 


The first Indian Community and church was established in East Natick. 
All members of the first town government were Indians. 


During King Philip’s War, Natick Indians were, in general, loyal to 
their Colonial neighbors. 


For approximately seventy years white settlers were prohibited from 
owning land in Natick. 


In 1686 Thomas Sawin established a saw mill in Natick. 


During the early and middle parts of the 18th Century, bloody warfare 
continued in the Natick territory. 


The principal occupation during the 18th century was farming. 


Natick citizens at the time of the American Revolution numbered 
about 1000 men and women. 


Natick responded to the challenge of the Revolution with men, money 
and supplies. 


From the first, Natick citizens were in favor of ratifying the American 
Constitution. 


Even after the ratification of the Constitution, the citizens did not swear 
to support and defend the Constitution. 


The Needham “Leg” was purchased from Needham in 1797. 
Natick was a local stop on the Boston and Worcester railroad in 1845. 


Harriet Beecher Stowe’s book, “Oldtown Folks,’ describes life as she 
observed it in South Natick during the 19th century. 


Natick’s present population (January 1, 1950) exceeds 16,000. 


Fewer than 50% of Natick families own their own homes.

DuRING the year 1949, the Board held 52 regular meetings, 18 special 
meetings, and 49 Public Hearings. The Board issued 129 Licenses 
and granted 151 Permits. 


Because of the continued growth of the Town 1949 was another 
most active one for the Board of Selectmen. 


The Selectmen appreciate the continued cooperation received 
from the Town Officers, Department Heads, and the various Special 
Committees who have often been called upon to assist the Board in 
attempting to solve the many serious problems which arose during 


the year. 


Gasoline Storage Licenses: 
After public hearings were held at various dates, new licenses for 


gasoline storage were granted in three instances, Gasoline tone 
capacity increases were allowed in five cases. 


The Board unanimously denied the petitions of Zicko Brothers. 
for the storage of 9000 gallons and to maintain a filling station at the 
southwest corner of Park Avenue and Worcester Street and of Philip 
M. McNally to increase storage capacity at 78 North Main Street from 
2000 to 6000 gallons. 


Police Department: 

During 1949 two members of the police department retired due 
to physical disability and one Permanent Reserve Patrolman resigned. 
Five men were appointed to the Permanent Reserve and four were 
made Permanent Patrolmen. 


The Board requested an examination to be held for Police 
entrance. 

The Board requested Chief Evans to assign a policeman to Hart- 
ford Street from Speen Street to Pelham and voted unanimously to 
insert an article in the Warrant for 1950 for four additional patrolmen. 


Parking Meters: 
The receipts for the year 1949 amounted to $15,018.37 of which 
$7,509.14 was paid to the Duncan Meter Corporation applicable to 


16 


the purchase price of the meters and $7,509.23 was transferred to 
the Town of Natick Parking Meter Fees Reserve Account. 


The Town has paid from fees collected since July 19, 1948 
$10,212.89 toward the purchase price of the 350 meters leaving a 
balance of $16,037.11 still due. One half of all meter fees collected 
will be paid to the meter company until this balance is liquidated. It 
appears that on the present basis the meters will be entirely paid for 
out of fees received by the end of February 1952 and from that date 
all fees collected will be retained by the Town. 


The Board feels that the meters have continued to prove suc- 
cessful in making more space available for more shoppers. However, 
the need for a public off-street parking area to provide space at the 
peak hours of shopping is recognized. 


Chapter 776 of the Acts of 1949, which was approved August 
27, 1949, authorizes cities and towns having Parking meters to apply 
the receipts from said meters to the acquisition and maintenance of 
off-street parking areas and facilities to further the purpose of said 
meters in the relief of traffic conditions. 


The Selectmen have inserted Article No. 34 in the Warrant for 
the Annual Town Meeting of 1950 to acquire land for the above 
purpose. 


Bus Service: 

On April 18th the Board conferred with Thomas Nelson, local 
Superintendent of the M. & B. St. Ry. Co., and requested the re- 
storation of certain buses to and from the Sherwood area. On April 
25th the Board were notified by the M. & B. St. Ry. Co. that as a 
result of the Selectmen’s request they will run three trips to and from 
Sherwood at 9:15 A.M., 11:45 A.M., and 4:00 P.M. 


Half-fare bus tickets were made available by the M. & B. St. Ry. 
Co., upon request of the Selectmen, for children going to Town Park 
Bathing Beach during the summer months. The tickets were available 
at George Cuttell’s Variety Store on South Avenue and George Long’s 
Lunch at Lincoln Square. 


The Board unanimously voted to grant the M. & B. St. Ry. Co. per- 
mission to operate from the corner of Hartford and Mill Sts., along 
Hartford St. to Porter Road, to Hardwick Road, to Porter Road and 
return. This provided greater bus service to the residents of the 
Pelham area.

Traffic Rules and Orders: 


During 1949 many petitions and requests were received to im- 
prove traffic conditions throughout the Town. 


The Selectmen made, adopted and established the following 
amendments to the traffic rules and orders (approved by Massachusetts 
Public Works Traffic Division): Eliminated Heavy Commercial Ve- 
hicles from Bacon Street from its intersection with Worcester Street 
to its intersection with North Main Street; Prohibited parking on 
both sides of West Street from Oakland Street to South Main Street; 
“Stop” signs at the intersection of Pond Street and Fiske Lane to face 
northbound drivers on Fiske Lane, intersection of Harvard Street and 
Florence Street to face eastbound and westbound drivers on Harvard 
Street, intersection of Park Avenue and Bacon Street to face westbound 
drivers on Bacon Street, intersection of Walnut Street and North 
Avenue to face westbound drivers on North Avenue. 


The following Traffic Amendment Requests were not approved 
by the Mass. Public Works Traffic Division: ‘Stop’ sign at inter- 
section of Cottage and South Main Streets to face northbound drivers 
on Cottage Street; Request for installation of traffic lights at the inter- 
section of South Main Street, Curve Street and Circular Avenue. 


The Board adopted a policy of requesting the State Department 
of Public Works Traffic Division to make a survey of requested 
changes in traffic regulations before the Board adopts any amendments 
to the existing traffic Rules and Regulations. 


Requests pending results of surveys by the State include erection 
of “Stop” signs, elimination of Heavy Commercial Vehicles, and 
establishing one-way traffic on Spring Street and for the erection of 
trafhc signs on Pine and Oak Streets. 


Land and Easement Acquiring: 


As authorized by the Vote under Article 20 of the Warrant for 
the Special Town Meeting held on November 18, 1947, the Board 
adopted an order to take for Sewer purposes an Easement described 
in the Vote and the Board determined and ordered awards for damages 
sustained by the owners and lessee of said land, awards totalling 
$16.00. 


The Selectmen purchased from Robinson and Jones Company 
land authorized by Article 33, and vote thereunder, in Annual Town 
Meeting for 1949, Middlesex Avenue, $3,500.00. 
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The Selectmen purchased from Clement E. Garvin land authorized 
by Article 34, and vote thereunder, in Annual Town Meeting for 
1949, Speen and West Central Streets, $500.00. 


Annual Town Reports: 

The Board voted to have 3000 copies of the 1949 Annual Town 
Report printed due to the increase in population and increased demand 
for copies of the report. 


The Board received four bids for the printing of the Annual 
Town Report for the year 1949. The Board voted unanimously to 
accept the bid of The Wellesley Press, Inc. 


1950 Annual Town Meeting: 


The Board voted to hire the Colonial Theatre for the evenings 
of March 14th and 22nd for the purpose of holding the Annual 
Town Meeting of 1950. The Board also voted to reserve the Senior 
High School Auditorium for the evening of March 14th for all 
qualified voters who cannot be seated at the theatre and a two-way 
communication system to the theatre will be available. 


The Selectmen held a Special Meeting to consider the 126 Arti- 
cles which had been submitted to them for the Warrant for the Annual 
Town Meeting of 1950. It was voted unanimously to rearrange the 
Warrant so as to reduce the Articles by 46 in number; this to be done 
by consolidation of 25 various Committee and Town Officers’ reports 
under two Articles, consolidating 19 street acceptances (without 
betterments) under one Article, three Articles to be included in one 
Public Works Article, and two other Articles consolidated into one 
Article. 


It was also voted unanimously to defer action on 25 Articles 
which do not affect the Tax rate to a Special Town Meeting which 
was voted to be called for Tuesday, April 11, 1950, in Concert Hall. 


The Selectmen continued their policy, which began in 1946, to 
reduce the size of the Warrant for the Annual Town Meeting in order 
to eliminate excess printing costs and the waste of time at Town 
Meetings by the consolidation of similar items into one Article. The 
deferring of Articles not affecting the Tax rate to a Special Town 
Meeting at a later date is of great assistance to all departments concern- 
ed with the holding of the Annual Town Meeting, and makes it pos-

sible for the appropriation of monies to be completed at an earlier date 
than under the former basis. 


The Articles submitted for insertion in the Warrant for the An- 
nual Town Meeting of 1950 would have exceeded one hundred and 
forty if submitted on the same basis as prior to 1946. 


Other Activities: 


The Board voted unanimously: In accordance with the Provisions 
of General Laws (Ter. Ed.) Chapter 48, section 59A, to authorize 
the Natick Fire Department to go to aid another city, town or fire 
district in extinguishing fires therein. 


The Selectmen sent a letter to the Director of the Division of 
Parks and Recreation Department of Conservation registering their 
unanimous opposition to any rules and regulations that would permit 
landing areas for seaplanes on Lake Cochituate. 


Following the near fatal shooting of a twelve year old girl by 
two youths, the Board took disaster action to ban the carrying of any 
gun or firearm of any description in the Town of Natick without a 
license. An Article has been inserted by the Selectmen in the Warrant 
for the Special Town Meeting called for April 11, 1950, to amend 
the Town By-laws to place further restrictions upon the use of firearms. 


As a result of a complaint submitted by the Selectmen, The New 
York Central System reported that they had warned their engine 
crews against emitting excessive black smoke and cautioned them to 
use the engine whistle only when necessary or in case of emergency in 
an effort to avoid future complaints of this nature. 


The Board voted unanimously: That all communications con- 
cerning the subject matter of a duly advertised hearing be received 
by the Board of Selectmen not later than the adjournment of the 
hearing. 


The Board approved and signed a contract for financial assistance 
by and between the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, acting by and 
through the Chairman of the State Housing Board, and The Natick 
Housing Authority, not to exceed the aggregate principal amount of 
$545,000.00 (maximum development cost) for approximately 52 
dwelling units. 


The Selectmen received the nominees of the Planning Board to 
the Long Range Planning Board and unanimously approved their 
appointments. 
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The Selectmen of Natick and Sherborn perambulated the Natick- 
Sherborn Town Bounds on Sunday, November 6, 1949. 


On December 7, 1949, the following telegram was sent by the 
Selectmen to Governor Paul A. Dever and to the Chairman of the 
Massachusetts Department of Public Utilities: 


“Natick Citizens protest Boston and Albany Railroad requested 
further increase in commuter fares while stockholders enjoy guaranteed 
income and service is repeatedly curtailed.” 


The Board is unanimously opposed to this proposed increase in 
commutation fares and will be so recorded at the hearing on January 
10th in Boston. 


The Selectmen received two bids for the bi-weekly collection of 
all household rubbish for the year 1950 each of which was in the 
amount of $15,000, The Board accepted the bid of Burtis E. Hawes. 


The Selectmen were notified by the School Board that upon the 
complete occupancy and’ acceptance of the Johnson School the School 
Department would have no further use for the old Nathan Rice School 
building and site. 


The Selectmen have inserted an Article for the Warrant for the 
Special Town Meeting of April 11, 1950, to act on the disposition 
of the above property. 


During the year the Board ordered one dog restrained for a 
period of 30 days and ordered the disposal of four dogs. 


In accordance with the vote under Article one of the 1949 Annual 
Town Meeting Warrant the Board ordered the installation of forty 
additional street lights. 


The Board has requested an appropriation for the installation 
of seventy additional street lights in 1950 as the building develop- 
ments are continuing and thirty-two requests for lights could not be 
filled in 1949.

Tus has been an extremely busy year with the Board of Assessors. 
Not only has our program of improvement in methods and operation 
in the department itself continued in a satisfactory manner but the 
amount of new building in Natick has been unprecedented. 


There has been added to our quarters the small office adjoining 
the Assessors Department occupied for fifty years previous by a real 
estate firm. This now gives more operating space for the greatly in- 
creased clerical work necessary. It also furnishes a conference room 
where the Board can function without interruption; citizens and tax- 
payers may take up their personal affairs with the Board in privacy. 
Files and records of all matters pertaining to the Board are now kept 
in a neat orderly manner and show a marked improvement over previous 
years. In fact there are files and records now when there were none 
before. : 


It is the firm belief of the Board that, with the growth of Natick 
as phenomenal as it is, the Assessors Department and other Town De- 
partments must be increased. The Board should consist of three (3) 
men working a full day. In order to get men qualified and willing 
to operate this Department in a businesslike manner, a salary must be 
offered commensurate with the effort necessary to maintain it ade- 
quately.

It is estimated that the duties of the town counsel during the past year 
occupied a minimum of one thousand hours of professional time. 
Town counsel function on a part time basis as no town in the state has 
gone to the expense of seeking full time service. With the increasing 
complexity of municipal problems in recent years town counsel in the 
larger communities find a modest reward which bears no relation to 
the scale of compensation in private practice and they are unable to 
accept clients in matters affecting the town. 


The first four months of the year are most difficult. Private prac- 
tice is complicated by the added pressure of the income tax period. At 
this time the routine of weekly meetings of the Board of Selectmen, 
where a variety of legal problems arise, and the unpredictable needs 
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of the many town officials for quick advice, is further complicated by 
the requirements of the annual town meeting period. Much advice is 
given as to the proper form of articles and many are prepared for de- 
partments and citizens. All meetings of the Finance Committee are 
attended. Then follows assistance in drawing appropriate votes under 
the articles. At town meetings the town counsel should be prepared 
to answer questions that might be expected to arise. Following town 
meetings the action voted calls for drawing leases, approving contracts, 
preparing title examinations with consequent deeds and land takings 
by eminent domain, and conferences with committees appointed under 
town meeting votes. 


Throughout the year the town counsel serves some thirty inde- 
pendent town departments and officials to which is added the town 
meeting committees. Frequently their problems arise at the same time 
and are of equal urgency. It is estimated that he attends about one 
hundred meetings a year, renders at least one written opinion a week 
and gives at least a dozen oral opinions a week. There are frequent 
claims against the town and occasional litigations requiring legal re- 
search on complicated matters. During the past year the town was suc- 
cessful in resisting an action brought by the Attorney General on behalf 
of the Commissioner of Public Welfare. This matter is now going 
before the Supreme Judicial Court. | 


The Town Counsel attended all of the monthly meetings and served 
as Treasurer of the City Solicitors and Town Counsel Association. Two 
lectures on phases of town government were delivered before civic 
associations, 


Settlement of pending claims against the town will be recom- 
mended to the annual town meeting.

THE Planning Board, in addition to its regular meetings, conducted six 
public hearings and numerous special meetings and conferences. 
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The past year saw the approval of four more sub-divisions. The 
board is well aware of the problems that are confronting the Town. 
Through the large increase in residential buildings, the increasing 
School, Police, Fire and Public Works costs entailed are inevitable. It 
is hoped that this large residential building will create a consumer 
market of considerable scope and thereby attract some business building 
which will increase our income without the charges for services. 


The sub-division regulations are constantly revised to reduce the 
cost of future maintenance to the Town. Regulations adopted during 
the past season now require that the developer must share the expense 
of sewer and water installation in the streets of a new development. 
The street and sidewalk cost are now entirely borne by the developer, 
and it would seem that the other costs must inevitably be borne by the 
developer. The sub-division regulations of the Board have been the 
subject of inquiry and interest by a number of other Planning Boards 
who are interested in strengthening their sub-division regulations. 


The modern trend for Ranch type houses makes our present 70 ft. 
frontages seem inadequate. Houses of twenty years ago were placed 
lengthwise on the lot. Today they run crosswise and with breezeways 
and garages attached width is more important than depth in lot size. 
It seems that in order to allow for proper side yards lots should have a 
minimum frontage of 100 ft. Set-back and side-yard regulations as they 
now exist in our building code are being reviewed, and your board plans 
to present its recommendations for changes at an early town meeting. 


The board has requested funds to be used for the purchase of a 
SURVEY ANALYSIS OF NATICK’S RESOURCES AND TRENDS. 
The rapid growth of the residential areas of our Town require the avail- 
ability of statistical data that is not now readily available. This project 
will be completed over a two-year period and will be of valuable assis- 
tance to the Planning board. The material should also prove of value 
and advantage to other departments, committees, etc., as well as civic 
and trade organizations, 


The long range Planning Committee, which was sponsored by the 
board in 1947, has continued its most excellent work and we recom- 
mend every citizen to read their report.

DuRING 1949 the Police Department was called upon to investigate 
1171 complaints. A total of 602 arrests were made, an increase of 43 
over the previous year. Motor vehicle accidents investigated numbered 
282, or 33 fewer than last year. Of these 119 were for personal 
injuries or 12 more than last year. There were two fatal accidents, one 
a six months old child and the other a thirty-four year old man. 


The public at large sometimes becomes so accustomed to the 
preservation of peace and good order that it is accepted as a matter 
of course without reflecting upon the cost. We must be sure when 
we ask for additional police that an enlarged force would make more 
effective law enforcement, the kind that will give a dollar's worth 
of service for every dollar spent. Unnecessary use of foot patrols 
should be avoided and personnel ought to be distributed only where 
needed to insure sufficient benefit to the public. If suitable persons 
were available for traffic duty near some of our schools in the out- 
lying sections for approximately three hours a day for a five-day 
week thus relieving the need for full-time officers mainly for this pur- 
pose, the tax rate could be somewhat curtailed. An extra stipend 
given to the school janitors might attract properly qualified men who 
could handle this. 


Every effort should be made to provide sidewalks on the streets 
near the new developments on Oak, Pine, Bacon, Hartford and Speen 
Streets as a safety measure for the protection of the increased number 
of children who will attend the new schools in these areas. 


Since there have been seven motor vehicle accidents, four tre- 
sulting in personal injuries, at the sharp curve on Oak Street, and 
since these have occurred in the night time, a flashing warning beacon 
of some type should be installed there. An article has been inserted 
in the Annual Town Warrant for 1950 asking for sufficient funds 
to install such a warning. If the installation of such a safety device 
would be the means of preventing one serious accident, the cost 
would be more than warranted. 


The intersection of West Central and Speen Streets has been a 
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troublesome spot for many years. Although the flashing warning bea- 
con has reduced the number of accidents, there have been many serious 
cross collisions there. The Town acquired land in 1948 to permit 
the widening of Speen Street north of West Central Street to the 
Boston and Albany Railroad Bridge and plans to act on this in 1950. 
A petition has been presented to the Massachusetts Department of 
Public Works for the installation of a semi-actuated traffic control 
signal at this intersection at the time Speen Street is widened. The 
petition has been acknowledged and the Town will be advised of 
the decision. 

The purchase of an additional cruiser and the appointment of 
additional officers will be required soon if the many petitions re- 
questing more police protection in the outlying districts are to be 
taken care of. 

As far as possible we should recognize that the law enforcement 
officer who becomes skilled is worthy of a wage scale which will give 
him and his family a living equal to those in other professions. We 
must keep in mind that, if we neglect to provide good working con- 
ditions for our personnel, we expose them to graft and sometimes. 
place them at the mercy of those who profit by corruption of public 
servants.

AN F. W. D. 750 gallon pumping engine, replacing the 1922 Maxim 
pumping engine, equipped with a Rockwood Fog - Foam System has 
been purchased. This truck being four wheel drive, carrying 250 
gallons of water in addition to its standard greatly increases the relia- 
bility of the Department in case of large storms, or fires off the good 
roads, also possible tank truck fires. 


On August 29, 1949, an Edison high line crossed our fire alarm 
wires on West Central Street, causing considerable damage. Through 
the cooperation of the Board of Selectmen and the Finance Committee 
money was made available so that the system was out of service for a 
very brief period. The town was later reimbursed by the insurance com- 
pany. 

Under the Committee on Modernization and Extension of the Fire 
Alarm System the system has been greatly improved. The Sherwood 
area now has fire alarm protection. The work of this Committee should 
be continued until such time as the entire system has been modernized. 


Francis H. Green was promoted to Deputy Chief, the position 
previously held by the late M. J. Morris, Jr. 


It is urged that this year two Captains be promoted to Deputy 
Chiefs so as to have a Senior Officer and a Junior Officer on duty at 
all times. 

The mutual aid system has been continued, giving us much se- 
curity in the event of major fires.

NATICK leads most of the communities of her size in the number of 
residential building permits issued in 1949, namely 489. Most of 
these houses were constructed in Oak Park Manor, Oakridge, Strat- 
ford, Natick Farms, Sherwood, Pelham I, Pelham II, Bosler Park and 
Hillside Terrace, at a declared cost of $2,869,200. 


Two schools, two open-air theatres, one church, twelve business 
buildings and forty garages were authorized in addition to sixty- 
eight residence alteration permits, eleven business alteration permits 
and ten garage alteration permits.

For the last few years we have seen the steady increase in the use 
of oil as a heating medium in our homes and factories. Retail deliver- 
ies of fuel oil are made by tank trucks and it is extremely important that 
the meters should be accurate. The legal tolerance, that is the greatest 
allowable error, is twenty cubic inches to a test draft of fifty gallons. 


Since Natick has no equipment for testing meters it has been the 
practice to hire the Framingham test tank at a cost of ten dollars per 
day. However, the number of tank trucks in Natick has risen to sixteen 
and there are three bulk stations. It would be to the interest of both 
dealers and consumers to have our own testing apparatus. 


This matter will be brought to the attention of the voters next 
year and this department hopes that their reaction will be favorable. ‘

WHILE Natick’s population has continued to increase tremendously it 
is felt that our townspeople have been given good health services. The 
regulations for the control of contagious disease have been enforced, 
milk and food products have been subject to the health code and all 
conditions that might constitute a health nuisance have been carefully 
investigated. 


The past year was most favorable as regards the occurrence of 
many of the reportable diseases. A total of eight hundred and thirty- 
five cases was reported and the only serious disease was the eleven 
cases of poliomyelitis. New minimum quarantine and isolation regu- 
lations have been in effect this year and we have experienced no difficulty 
in controlling the prevalent diseases, 


During the year no cases of diphtheria were reported, and due to 
the unusually large number of cases of poliomyelitis in the State and 
community the Board thought it advisable to postpone the diphtheria 
clinics until spring. Nine of our eleven cases of poliomyelitis were of 
the paralytic type and with one exception were hospitalized for various 
periods of time. The families of those stricken with this dreadful af- 
fliction have known that insofar as money and medical resources can 
help they were freely available through our March of Dimes Committee. 
Most of these cases are still receiving physical and other medical treat- 
ments and our local Red Cross unit is very busy transporting these pa- 
tients back and forth to the various hospital clinics. 


More of our dog owners should avail themselves of the annual 
Rabies clinic for the inoculation of their dogs. At the 1949 clinic 674 
dogs were inoculated out of 1328 licensed in the Town. 


The Mosquito Control and poison ivy program proved quite satis- 
factory and received acclaim from many of the townspeople. 
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Tue Trustees believe that the Leonard Morse Hospital has fulfilled its 
various functions in a creditable manner during the year 1949. The 
Board desires to acknowledge gratefully the excellent cooperation of 
the townspeople, the town departments, and the several clubs, societies 
and organizations. 


Of particular current interest are the activities stemming from the 
necessary requirement to enlarge the hospital facilities. Two factors 
combine to require immediate action: the town has outgrown the pres- 
ent facilities, and the standards of the American College of Surgeons 
dictate certain changes in the maternity section. 


For the past year a large portion of the time of the Board has been 
devoted to considering plans for the necessary expansion of hospital 
buildings and equipment. Many possibilities were carefully and thor- 
oughly explored. For example, altering the present nurses’ home into 
a maternity section, and making suitable provisions for nurses’ quarters. 
Careful discussion coupled with the opinion of a competent architect 
rejected such expedient renovations, 


From the point of view of money wisely spent and ultimate utility, 
the construction of a new wing seemed the most practical solution. This 
wing will extend beyond the present maternity section. 


The construction planned will cost approximately $375,000.00. 
An application has been made for a Federal Grant which, if approved, 
will amount to 41% of the total or about $154,000.00. If the applica- 
tion is approved, the Federal money 1s available only if the Trustees 
can produce the balance of the cost. 


As was done in 1935, an article has been prepared to appear in 
the 1950 Town Warrant asking for a sum of money which added to 
other monies at the disposal of the Trustees, will amount to 59% of 
the total cost. If the Town Meeting acts favorably on the article, then 
the Trustees will be in a position to guarantee the Hospital’s proportion 
of the total cost. Assuming favorable action on our application for the 
Federal Grant, construction then could be started. 


The increased expense of operation and maintenance presents a 
continual financial problem. The income from the Chickering fund 
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and other funds has been lower than a decade or more ago and the 
cost of all essentials has increased. It has been necessary to offset this 
combination of adverse circumstances by increasing the rates. Fortu- 
nately, Blue Cross, Industrial Accident and Welfare have increased pay- 
ments for hospital services. The continuation of reasonable economies 
which may be accomplished without curtailing necessary services, com- 
bined with the improved level of rates will, we trust, enable the hos- 
pital to function within the limits of its financial resources. 


The hospital continues to enjoy the recognition of the American 
College of Surgeons and the Department of Health of the State of 
Massachusetts. It also enjoys membership in the Hospital Council of 
Boston. To a marked degree such standing is a commendation of the 
efficient, capable staff of doctors, nurses and executive personnel. 


The Board of Trustees wishes to extend its sincere appreciation 
to all members of the hospital staffs. It.is through their unselfish efforts 
that the facilities of the hospital are transformed into community 
service. 


The reports of the Treasurer and Superintendent follow and are 
to be considered a part of this report. 
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THE year started with a House Patient Census of forty-nine. Admis- 
sions during the year totalled 2396, which was 159 more than the 
previous year and 95% of the highest year which we ever had. 
Thirty-four per cent of the admissions were surgical, thirty-four per 
cent medical, twenty-two obstetrical, and ten per cent tonsillectomies. 
(Included in the Medical Group are 487 infants.)

The year 1949 proved to be busy at the hospital, and there was a 
decided increase in Out Patients, which shows a trend toward using the 
hospital more and more and, with the increase in population, this will 
hold true in the future. The departments affected by this increase in 
business will have to have more personnel, and space is also becoming 
quite a factor. From a small country hospital, we are becoming one of 
a size to have a regular set-up of clinics for Out Patients. 


The nursing personnel has steadied considerably during the past 
twelve months under the capable direction of Mrs. Minne T. Wilder, 
R.N. We pride ourselves that the care of the patients at the Leonard 
Morse Hospital 1s excellent. 


The Dietary Department is coming into line more in regard to 
costs, and the food and service compares favorably with hospitals in 
general. 


The number of X-Ray Patients increases yearly, but the depatt- 
ment functions well at all times. We have two technicians who are 
kept busy all day for five and a half days a week, and there is coverage 
for emergencies at all times. 


The Laboratory Department is also affected by Out Patient visits 
and those, with the various numbers of tests required for new medi- 
cations, keep our two full-time technicians busy at all times. This im- 
portant hospital department is also covered always for emergencies. 
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Blue Cross cases have fallen off during the year, partly because 
of the change in policy regarding Maternity cases under the direct 
payment plan. We at the hospital still feel that Blue Cross decidedly 
has its place, however, and that its cost is negligible compared to hos- 
pital charges today. 


The Ladies Aid Association continues to function as one of the 
best friends of the hospital. During the year, we received gifts for the 
Nursery, X-Ray Department, and the Operating Suite through the 
efforts of this association, which greatly helped in the functioning of 
the hospital. The Library Service has been continued throughout the 
entire year, twice weekly, and is much appreciated by the patients. 
Christmas presents for all and a personal greeting with holiday favors 
are some of their thoughtful acts. 


The Police and Fire Departments, the Department of Public 
Works, and the Department of Public Welfare have been most cooper- 
ative at all times. This friendly feeling among the various town offices 
makes it easier and more pleasant always to be situated here in Natick, 
where we feel the hospital is recognized as an asset to the town. 


There are always thoughtful people and organizations from 
whom we receive gifts during the year. One outstanding gift during 
the past year was an Electric Oxygen Tent from the Rotary Club. 
Also, the Staff purchased new equipment for the Busniess Office and 
Record Room. We appreciate all these kindnesses and assistance. 


The hospital still has financial troubles as do all hospitals trying 
to serve the public at the lowest possible rates, while all operating 
costs remain high.

THE most important work done by the Recreation Commission ts the 
summer program of playground activities. A well rounded program 
will provide: -1- organized, supervised activities usually requiring spe- 
cial equipment such as athletics, dancing, music, dramatics and crafts 
and, -2- unorganized and less supervised activities such as use of picnic 
areas, beaches, parks, tennis courts, skating areas, etc. 


Favorable progress in the first category has been made through 
organized activities on the various playgrounds such as baseball leagues, 
softball leagues, paddle tennis, volley ball, folk dancing and athletic 
meets. The second type of activity has been somewhat limited since 
there is little of the necessary basic equipment such as fireplaces and 
benches in picnic areas, tennis courts and bathing areas. The only 
fairly usable bathing area available this past summer was Dug Pond 
which had inadequate equipment in the way of rafts, diving boards and 
safety devices. 


The Commission repeats its recommendations of last year namely, 
the development of picnic grounds with fireplaces and benches at Town 
Park and tennis courts, with a bituminous surface, at Coolidge Field. 

The following play areas were used this past summer: Bacon 
School, Coolidge School, East School, Felchville School, Hunnewell, 
North School, West School and Whitney. Because of St. Rocco’s Car- 
nival it was necessary to move from Whitney's to Mr. Corbosiero’s ten- 
nis court area for the last two weeks of the season. 


Since St. Rocco’s Carnival is an annual occurrence and the Town 
does not own Whitney’s Field it seems advisable to secure another lo- 
cation to serve this area. Fortunately there is an area opposite Win- 
chell’s Shoe Shop and north of the railroad tracks to the west which 
could easily and at little cost be converted into a fine play area and 
picnic grounds. This is the land known as the Pegan Brook Filter 
beds. These beds were formerly used to filter the brook water going 
into Lake Cochituate. Favorable action on House Bill No. 315 at 
this session of the Legislature will give the town some twelve acres of 
land suitable for recreation purposes for children and adults of this 
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area. This could well include ball fields, a skating area and picnic 
grounds, 


Jungle gyms were installed at East, Felchville and West School 
grounds. 


Attendance jumped from a weekly average of 3592 in 1948 to 3916 
in 1949. This was influenced by the enthusiasm and cooperation of a 
fine corps of workers who, for the most part, worked unselfishly for 
the success of our summer program. 


A Fall and Winter program has been conducted for young people 
and adults. The Fall program consisted of boxing, wrestling, volley 
ball and similar activities at the Coolidge Gymnasium for the boys. 
There was badminton for the mixed group of adults. Square dancing 
classes were held each Wednesday evening in the Gym and dressmaking, 
millinery, tray painting and hooked rug classes were held Wednesday 
and Thursday evenings. These classes averaged over twenty persons 
per class during the Fall season. The Winter season started with the 
young men’s basketball league meeting twice a week and a continuance 
of the dressmaking, millinery, tray painting and hooked rug classes. 


The Commission sent a supervisor to consult with the South Na- 
tick Recreation Association in setting up their program and also loaned 
them some equipment. This group has made a notable beginning. 
With the new elementary schools being equipped with gymnasiums 
and community rooms other similar neighborhood groups should be 
developed in a number of communities. The Recreation Commission 
is eager to assist in developing such a program. 


Plans are being made to equip and supervise a playground on the 
new school grounds in the Sherwood area and tentative plans have been 
made for a small children’s play area on the land formerly occupied by 
the Lincoln School. 


Looking to the future some provision for neighborhood skating 
areas where young people can skate with safety must be made. Such a 
program calls for cooperation between various Town departments for 
maintenance and supervision. 


Appreciation is extended to the School Department, Public Works 
Department and Park Department for cooperation during the entire

IN submitting the twenty-ninth annual report of the Department of 
Public Works your attention is called to the fact that the post war 
program, outlined in 1945 which included an improvement of the 
Water Supply by installing new pumping equipment in the old well 
at the Water Pumping Station and the construction of a new well, 
is now completed. During the year 1948 the new well was constructed 
and a new pumping unit was installed. During 1949 two new electric 
pumping units were installed in the old well which was completely 
reconstructed and were in use during the last ten months of the year. 
This newly completed construction and installation work assures the 
Town of an excellent water supply in the future for a great many 
years. 


The following is a complete report of the work completed by 
the four divisions of the Department of Public Works during the 
past year. 


Highway Division: 


During the current year the Highway Division oiled many sec- 
tions of streets, cleaned and flushed all drains. A section of West 
Central Street, extending from Main Street to Cemetery Street, was 
surface treated with asphalt and oil-treated stone. 


A section of North Main Street extending for a distance of ap- 
proximately 4,000 feet was reconstructed under Chapter 90 of the 
General Laws. This reconstruction work extended from the beginning 
of North Main Street at the Railroad Bridge to a point midway between 
Kansas and Fisher Streets. 


Jameson Street was laid out and relocated and was reconstructed 
during the current year for a distance of 520 feet. This street, upon 
its completion, was accepted by the Town as a public way. 


Sections of Bacon Street between Walnut Street and the Welles- 
ley Town Line were widened to eliminate several more of the bad 
curves in the road to increase safety for motor vehicle operators and 
the abutting property owners. Several sections of this roadway were 
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surface treated and the balance of this work is to be completed during 
the coming year. 

New drains have been laid on several streets and connected to 
the Town System as follows. The total drainage laid measures 2,041 
feet. In addition to the drains laid in the roadways during the past 
year the Highway Division also piped sections of two natural water 
ways for a total of 1,711 feet. 


New sidewalks were constructed on the following streets during 
the past year: 


East Street Church Street 
Plain Street Morse Street 
Washington Avenue Jameson Street 
Common Street Union Street 


Sheridan Street 


This division has completed a survey of all drains laid in road- 
ways constructed by developers in the Town. In all there are 35,249 
feet of drainage in these roadways and a total of 408 Manholes and 
Catch Basins. 


It is recommended that money be appropriated to begin a widen- 
ing project on Cottage Street, similar to the project on Bacon Street, 
and also that a sum of money be appropriated for the purpose of re- 
constructing the section of North Main Street extending from the 
end of the 1949 work to the Worcester Turnpike and also for the 
reconstruction of part of Hartford Street both under Chapter 90 of 
the General Laws. It is further recommended that money be appro- 
priated to widen the approaches to the bridge and the bridge on 
Speen Street. 


Sanitation Division: 


A sharp increase in the amount of garbage collected during the 
current year has been noted due to the great number of new homes. 
In all there were 3,069.5 cubic yards of garbage collected during the 
past year. This is an increase of almost 500 cubic yards over the 
previous year. Receipts from the sale of this garbage amounted to 
$8,099.44. 


It 1s recommended that money be appropriated for the purchase 
of a new truck for this Division as it is absolutely necessary to expand 
this Division to eliminate the possibility of creating a health menace. 
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Water Division: 

During the past year all records for this Division were broken 
for the installation of new mains, services, and meters. During the 
past year a total of 26,891 feet of new water mains were added to the 
system and 565 additional services. 


An assessment policy was put into effect in this division whereby 
all abutters on a new water main extension are assessed for a portion 
of the cost. One half of the cost is borne by the Town and the other 
half is assessed to the abutting property owners. 


A section of the old cement lined water main on Pond Street 
is in poor condition but is to be replaced in the Spring with 8” Cast 
Iron Pipe. All the rest of the system is in very good condition and 
there has been little or no trouble due to leakage in the entire system. 


With the installation of the new pumping units at the Water 
Pumping Station on Worcester Street it was noted that at no time 
during the very dry season of the year did the water supply tend to 
show any decrease in either of the wells or at the reservoir. It has been 
stated by sources outside the Department that your town has as fine a 
water supply and system as there is in the entire country. 


The Department recommends that a sum of money be appropri- 
ated for the purpose of installing heating equipment for the Water 
Pumping Station and for the purchase of a Generator Unit and Motor 
to be installed in the Water Pumping Station as stand-by equipment 
in the event of electric power failure. 


Sewer Division: 


All sewer lines were flushed during the year and there has been 
very little leakage during the year in the system. 


The Chlorinators were in full operation during the warm 
weather at both the Sewer Pumping Station and Filtration Plant. 
Approximately 20,000 pounds of liquid chlorine was injected into 
the sewerage. 


The main sewer system was extended into the following streets 
during the past year:

It is recommended that a sum of money be appropriated for 
the purpose of conducting a survey to obtain plans and estimated 
costs for extending the sewer system throughout the sections of the 
town. which do not have sewer service. This survey can be used in 
the future in the event that the Department is petitioned to extend 
sewer into the North, East, and South sections of the town, and to 
determine whether or not sewer can be extended into these sections.

THE department reports the planting of 75 trees. The demand for trees 
to be planted in 1950 is great, due to the new streets. An additional 
$100.00 is requested for this purpose in 1950. 


The Dutch Elm Disease is now present in South Natick. We re- 
moved 7 infected trees on Pleasant Street in 1949. It is hoped that a 
dormant spray and fast removal will hold it in check. An additional 
appropriation to cover this will also be requested. 


The Gypsy Moth condition in Natick is still bearing a State ex- 
amination mark of “excellent,” and by yearly search it is hoped to keep 
it so.

DuRING 1949 the Park Department was active doing current mainten- 
ance and making future plans. The Park Department, administered 
by three non-paid Park Commissioners, is responsible for the Town 
Parks and certain recreation areas. Playgrounds, the Town Forest, and 
such spots as the Henry Wilson Shop and the Indian Burial Ground 
are not under its control. 


Cooperation between the Park Department and other depart- 
ments, particularly Public Works, has been excellent. Others helping 
the Park Department this year include the Natick Chapter, American 
Red Cross who donated first aid kits, life preservers, and a stretcher; 
the Natick Mothers Club; the Natick Post, V. F. W.; and members of 
the fire department who donated rafts for. childrens’ use at the public 
beaches. 


Park areas which required major attention in 1949 include Cool- 
idge Field, Hunnewell Field, Memorial Beach, and Memorial Park. At 
Coolidge Field more land has been obtained, which will allow for a 
change in the direction of the baseball diamond. Bleachers and hockey 
rink were repainted and part of the baseball infield resurfaced. The 
resurfacing of the field is being done by the Board of Public Works 
under an article in a previous year’s warrant. In the coming year two 
softball diamonds are planned. The flagpole will be painted and the 
fountain repaired and relocated. 


Hunnewell Field, after being neglected for several years, was 
found in poor condition. At the request of residents of South Natick, 
reserve funds were transferred to the Park Department during 1949 to 
effect improvement. The Park Department has arranged for a Public 
Works Department scraper to work on this field whenever it is avail- 
able. Under this arrangement about one-half of the field has been 
scraped. One baseball backstop has been repaired and materials acquired 
for benches and an additional heavy mesh backstop. The Department 
strongly urges that the remainder of this field be rebuilt and seeded 


during the next year and that repairs be made to the Pleasant Street wall 
as a safety measure.

Many improvements were made at Memorial Beach where the bath 
house was repaired and toilet facilities improved. A new boat was put 
into service, lookout chairs erected for lifeguards, signs posted restrict- 
ing the beach to Natick residents and prohibiting night bathing, a flood- 
light installed, and a patrolman employed for weekends and after-hours 
policing. Despite heavy use by the townspeople, there was only one 
drowning, and this accident occurred after the beach had been closed 
for the night. 


Because of the large crowds using the Memorial Beach, the Park 
Department recommends that additional toilet facilities be installed, 
the beach expanded and improved, fences repaired, benches installed, 
a large raft added, a resuscitator placed in service and a patrolman as- 
signed to enforce safety rules. For Old Town Beach in South Natick, 
the Department plans to erect a lookout chair and to string an emer- 
gency signal cable to the fire station. It is planned to develop a picnic 
area on the south side of the dam, and benches and a fountain are 
recommended for installation next year. 


Memorial Park, which circles Dug Pond, offers great possibilities 
for becoming a beautiful park. At the request of the Park Department, 
parking was restricted on the northerly side of West Street, making 
safer access to the beach along this narrow road. Underbrush is being 
cleared, and it is recommended that a picnic area with toilet facilities 
be developed. The old wall on the pumping station site should be 
rebuilt, the bridge off Maple Avenue repaired, and benches provided. 


The Park Department also recommends that benches be installed 
at Robert F. Williams Park, Shaw Park, and the Parks at Lincoln 
Square and South Main and Cottage Streets. A fountain should also 
be installed at Shaw Park. Coolidge Woods, in poor condition at 
present, are not being used. Because of its proximity to town and its 
terrain it is recommended that the feasibility of developing a picnic 
and winter sports area here be investigated. 


Included in the coming year’s plans is the improvement of Natick 
Common by repairing and repainting the honor roll, benches, fountain 
and lettering in the War monuments. Certain sections will be re- 
seeded and flowers and shrubs added. 


| Housing Authority 


Tue Natick Housing Authority was established by the Town of Natick 
pursuant to action on Article 1 of the Warrant for Special Town 
Meeting of October 5, 1948. 


The function of the Authority is to administer for the Town, the 
development, construction, Operation, and maintenance of the Natick 
Housing Project. The project consists of twenty-six duplex houses of 
two, three, and four bedrooms to be built on the so called “Curve 
Street’ site. 


The initial costs and administrative expenses of the Authority 
have been defrayed from an appropriation of $2500. provided by the 
Town. An unused balance of $178.13 has been returned to the Board 
of Selectmen. 


As of September 20, 1949, a contract for financial assistance 
in the amount of $545,000 was made between the Commonwealth, 
the Board of Selectmen, and the Authority to finance the development 
and construction of the housing project. 


During the current year the Authority selected the site for the 
project; negotiated for all land required; diligently investigated and 
contracted for utility services to provide the lowest net cost to tenants; 
developed, with the excellent cooperation of other Town Departments, 
the layout of streets, storm drains, sewers, and water piping; and in- 
vestigated and processed all other pertinent matters so as to insure 
the provision of modern, economical, and adequate structures com- 
patible with the intent and spirit of the Housing statute. 


The Authority approved final plans and detail specifications of 
the project on November 29, 1949. Construction will start in early 
1950 and occupancy is estimated in the spring of that year.

THE year 1949 has been the busiest and most constructive of any in the 
history of the Educational Department of the Town of Natick. The 
various real-estate developments have opened up opportunities for 
home owners to make our town a place of residence for an unprece- 
dented number of new families. This added influx of population has 
been evident for the last two or three years and most of all by the in- 
crease in numbers of children to be admitted to the schools. Over- 
crowded conditions made it imperative that steps be taken to add to 
the school housing facilities. To meet this situation a School Survey 
Committee was appointed and as a result of the work of this committee 
appropriations were made for the construction of new buildings to take 
the place of the Lincoln, the Nathan Rice and the Oak Grove Schools, all 
obsolete in facilities and unfitted for present day educational purposes. 
As a result the new Lincoln School was ready for classes last February 
and the new Harold H. Johnson School was opened for classes in Sep- 
tember. These two schools were replacing old buildings and only par- 
tially and inefficiently took care of the need for more room. However, 
by increased use of buses and transfer of children in this manner from 
different areas, temporary relief was accomplished. As this report is 
written, two new six-room buildings are under construction to be ready 
for use next September—one in the East Natick area and one in the 
Sherwood area. When ready these two buildings will relieve the over- 
crowded conditions in the present buildings and make it unnecessary 
to transport so many children from one area to another by bus. 


There is still need for at least one more elementary building, prob- 
ably in the North Natick area, and this matter is now under considera- 
tion by the School Survey Committee and this committee. At the 
present time the Junior and Senior High Schools are nearing capacity, 
and within a few years it will be necessary either to build new high 
schools or make other arrangements to meet the demands of an in- 
creased enrollment. By that time the large number of children in the 
lower elementary grades will begin to overcrowd the high schools. It 
is a matter of serious concern and must be met when it comes. 
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Our town is growing and our children must be educated. This 
costs money, but it is worth what it costs. The coming generation 
must be prepared mentally and physically to take its place in a world 
which is becoming more complex as time goes on. 


It is the aim of the committee you have charged with this impor- 
tant duty to see that every dollar appropriated for educational purposes 
is used to the best advantage. Of necessity the budget submitted for 
school purposes is going to be larger in the next few years, but not 
any more than we think is necessary for the accomplishment of the re- 
sults required. 


We have endeavored to engage and retain the services of the best 
administrators, teachers, and other personnel that can be obtained. The 
co-operation and work of those responsible for the maintenancee of the 
education of our children is a source of satisfaction to this committee. 
The School Survey and School Building Committees have done and are 
doing a splendid, unselfish work for the town and merit our apprecia- 
tion for it. 


Following is a report of the Superintendent of Schools which gives 
in detail the record of work which is being accomplished and also that 
which is planned for the future. We commend it to your earnest con- 
sideration. ) 


Superin fendent of Shiese 


ONE of the most outstanding developments in America during the first 
half of this century is that of general advancement through the cooper- 
ative efforts of scientists, educators, laborers, office workers, children 
and parents, all. A pooling of knowledge, resources, understanding, 
and effort has made our nation an outstanding and significant force in 
bringing an end to the immediate activities of the most recent world 
war. We are faced today with the problem of making known our 
policies of democratic living in all parts of the world so that all peoples 
may at least have a chance to understand and to benefit by our proven 
progress through the many years of a comparatively new nation. 


Immediately we in this community are faced with numerous sit- 
uations pertaining to the present and future welfare of our children 
and young people. We are faced with providing proper educational 
facilities. We are faced with the necessity of the progressive develop- 
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ment of a program of education that will prepare adequately our children 
for their place in today’s and tomorrow’s world. We are faced, as all 
other communities and sections of our democracy, with those situations 
that deal with attempts by others to undermine the foundations of our 
nation and those situations that must be properly developed by our meth- 
od of education to enlighten, to instill, and to encourage a true under- 
standing and participation of young and old, present and future citizens 
of our country, in the proper development of the American way of life. 


The year 1949 has been characterized by even closer cooperation 
of the many departmental agencies, local, state, and national and the 
Department of Education. In addition, locally, the numerous service 
clubs, parent-teacher organizations, other similar groups, citizens, and 
parents in general have shown an increasing interest and understanding 
of the many problems facing education today, the result being a 
strengthening of the educational program. 


To mention all of the interests and helpful projects sponsored by 
people and groups in conjunction with the school department, no 
matter how large or small, would be practically an impossibility in the 
time and space allotted. However, on the state and national level such 
action includes the interest in and possible realization of definite finan- 
cial aid to education. On the state level during the past year legislation 
has approved such revised and new acts as those dealing with financial 
aid to transportation, school house construction, curriculum—teaching 
of local history, government, physical education, the school lunch pro- 
gram, and others. On the local level the development of such outstand- 
ing services as the Hallowe'en projects for all boys and girls to help 
reduce vandalism, the exhibit of school products made possible through 
a merchant, the scholarships made available to outstanding students in 
different fields of education by the Women’s Clubs, Rotary, and Ki- 
wanis Clubs, the continuance of the dental clinic for elementary chil- 
dren made possible by the Visiting Nurse Association, and the assist- 
ance of many civic groups in developing a better understanding of the 
housing situation as it pertains to the education of our children, has 
been a significant progressive factor. 


The various state and national laws and the many local cooperative 
ventures with the support of our townspeople have made possible the 
continuance of educational opportunity including the improvement of 
present school-living facilities, the construction of new school build- 
ings, and the improvement of our educational offerings both on an el- 
ementary and secondary level. 
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The family with its environment is every child’s first teacher, From 
there the school, including its teachers and all others dealing with edu- 
cation, carries onward the more formal phase of such basic understand- 
ings and skills that are so necessary in the development of an individ- 
ual’s competence for today’s living. 


Thus is brought about a closer, better understanding and relation- 
ship of the community and its children. 


Our schools now serve three hundred and sixteen (316) children, 
beginners, in kindergarten; sixteen hundred and sixty-five (1665) chil- 
dren in grades one (1) through six (6); five hundred and seventy-eight 
(578) pupils in the junior high school; and, four hundred and eighty- 
seven (487) pupils in the senior high school, as well as an additional 
few classified as veterans and post graduates. Our schools now serve 
twenty-six (26) children and youth in classes for the physically and 
mentally handicapped; approximately seventy-five (75) pupils who 
have experienced exceptional difficulty in the skill of reading and arith- 
metic; and approximately fifty (50) percent of the entire enrollment in 
some phase of the athletic program. Our schools serve youth and 
adults as provided by the community and state by making possible their 
attendance at extension classes and vocational schools. Our schools

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serve the youth, adults, and the community as a whole in many and 
varied ways. 


Provision is made for a healthy and pleasing atmosphere for be- 
ginners by sponsoring kindergartens. Here the child soon learns to 
associate with his fellow playmates. Gradually the realization of ac- 
ceptable social behavior, habits of self-control, healthful physical ac- 
tivities, and the development of the learning process are brought about. 


The elementary program of education provides for the three R’s; 
elementary science; social studies, including geography, history and 
civics; music; art; and physical, health and safety education, as well as 
provision for participation, in the upper grades, in an athletic program. 
Good work, social, and study habits are cultivated. 


Our schools provide in secondary education a program which in- 
cludes English; public speaking; social studies, foreign languages; sci- 
ence; mathematics; physical, health and safety education; art; music; 
industrial arts; commercial education; and home making. The Junior 
High School emphasizes the additional development of fundamental 
skills, the exploration of abilities and interests, the development of the 
power to think, and the understanding and formation of desirable 
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social behavior. The Senior High School endeavors to prepare students 
to enter the working world; the progress of our commercial department 
is exceptional. For many pupils this is the first step in becoming econ- 
omically self-sufficient and socially competent. The Senior High 
School prepares for college and other divisions of advanced education. 
The program of the secondary schools is supplemented by attendance 
at nearby vocational and trade schools. 


Our schools provide a special class program for the mentally re- 
tarded and a program for the physically handicapped, hospitalized, 
long-confined invalids and others. A guidance program assists the 
students in solving personal problems and in selecting the studies and 
vocations for which they are best fitted. A testing program in all 
grades assists the teacher to a better use of her knowledge in guiding 
students toward success. 


Our schools help the children of all the people to build good 
health, to develop moral character, and to become better citizens. Our 
schools also help to make proper use of the three R’s to prepare youths 
for further education, to develop good workers and better consumers, 
to distinguish between opinion and fact, to assume leadership, and to 
make wise use of leisure time. 


Our schools desire to give all pupils under their supervision as 
broad and as much education as they can attain. 


During the past year participation of teachers and administrators 
in various studies such as the kindergarten, physical education, hand- 
writing, arithmetic, music, school pictures, education week, guidance, 
curriculum revision, economics and science has progressed favorably. 
Much of this work has been done in cooperation with representatives 
from numerous other communities interested in similar projects and 
under the sponsorship of the New England School Development Coun- 
cil of which Natick is a member. 


At the present time much attention is being given to handwriting. 
Whether cursive, slant lettering, or manuscript writing is the best for 
certain age gr group levels will be determined. The use of the wooden 
holder steel pen in the classroom is outmoded. Children are encour- 
aged to bring fountain pens although not required to do so. It is hoped 
that another year may see the use of school owned fountain pens. Such 


an item would be the responsibility of the pupil the same as text books 
and other materials are today. 


Chalk boards in elementary and secondary classrooms have under- 
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gone experimentation during the past many months. Some of the black 
slate boards, a fixture for many years in practically all schools every- 
where, were treated with a particular green paint. Others were treated 
with a green pigment ground into their surface. The purpose of these 
experiments was to discover a substance that could be used economically 
on the old worn blackboards, reduce the glare and contrast, and, at the 
same time, make writing and figures on their surface more visible and 
distinct. The results were pleasing, and it is believed that one of these 
treatments may be given all old black slate and chalk boards at very 
little expense. (Note: Black slate was the only type of chalk board 
reasonably obtainable at the time the Lincoln and Johnson Schools were 
built, because of the expense involved, and the lack of recommendation 
of another type of chalk board by the architect and others doing re- 
search on this subject.) 


The department has kept abreast of the times by the purchase of 
some additional audio-visual education equipment, science equipment, 
commercial equipment, and classroom equipment such as additional 
desks and chairs made necessary by the increased pupil enrollment, and 
other various instructional materials. Surplus government property has 
added extensively to the equipment and materials available for the pu- 
pils of our elementary and secondary schools particularly in the field of 
health and physical education. Some of the materials obtaincd from 
this source, subject only to the cost of transportation, include various 
chemical, mechanical and electrical equipment such as wire, telephones, 
sporting goods, woodworking tools, text books, wrenches, drills, grind- 
ing wheels, drafting tables, and cafeteria utensils. 


The public schools of our community have indeed been fortunate 
in having a number of practice teachers from the State Teachers College 
at Framingham, Boston University, Regis College, Boston College, and 
The University of New Hampshire—fortunate because these teachers 
of the future have been of great assistance to our teachers who are bur- 
dened with an excessive teaching load as well as other numerous neces- 
sary duties associated with a proper educational program. At the same 
time, according to observation and follow-up reports, these practice 
teachers have gained extensively in their ability to carry on the various 
techniques and duties involved in the teaching field. A number of 
them have been recently employed as regular teachers in our system. 


For anyone to assume that this report includes an accounting of all 
the progress and accomplishment of over a half million dollar proposi- 
tion that has over three thousand children enrolled, a personnel of 
approximately one hundred and thirty-five, and a yearly product that is 
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valued far beyond our power of caluculation, would be without reason. 
It is impossible to cover all phases. However, a report of this nature 
would be incomplete without mention of the enthusiastic interest and 
support that our comparatively new field of radio-audio-visual aids has 
received, not only from pupils and teachers, but also from the parents. 
This field through various media brings to the pupils of all grades in 
our public schools extremely valuable educational programs, it covers 
educational trips in conjunction with the school program, it covers mo- 
tion picture and radio programs, it makes available valuable exhibits 
from renowned museums, and it tends to bring about an appreciation 
of good art, music and speech through recordings of approved compo- 
sition. It enters into all phases of the educational program from the 
kindergarten to the post graduate, from the plays of Shakespeare to the 
tale of Peter Rabbit, and from geometry to the art of running a type- 
writer. Such facilities are used also by many town departments, groups 
and civic organizations with the approval of the public schools. The 
field of radio-audio-visual aids is a means of school-community educa- 
tion. Never before, we believe, has a medium of education contained 
such potentiality and variety of opportunity. 


The development of better understanding with our worldy neigh- 
bors will undoubtedly, over a period of years, bring about many reno- 
vations and advanced fields of study in public education. 


The continued interests of our teachers as evidenced by their en- 
thusiastic support of professional improvement courses in many fields 
of educational endeavor, their personal attention to children under their 
care, and surely their interest in community life will go a long way in 
helping solve the problems of the future. 


~You will find elsewhere in the annual report of the community, 
material recommendations for school facilities as described by the town 
appointed committee, the School Survey Committee. It does, however, 
seem fitting that this report should bring to the attention of the towns- 
people the definite need of the continuation of our school building pro- 
gram not only on the elementary level but the secondary level as well. 
A town that has had such an unbelievable increase in population and 
school enrollment over a period of a few years must expect that shortly 
the secondary schools, junior and senior high schools, will be taxed far 
beyond their capacity, in fact, there is no question that the present 
buildings cannot adequately care for the hundreds of additional pupils 
that will be seeking admission in about three years. We must have the 
facilities, the buildings and the tools, with which to work, in order to 
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remain on the high plane of education that we have enjoyed for a 
number of years. 


The Town of Natick is faced with a severe problem in the near 
future; namely, that of providing adequate accommodations, tools, and 
guidance for the hundreds of young people in our community. The 
reason for this is that there has been an increase in population of ap- 
proximately forty per cent during the past six or seven years and of ap- 
proximately twenty-five per cent to date in school enrollment, with the 
probability of a fifty or more per cent increase during the next few 
years. The financial burden involved in attempting a solution to such 
a problem is tremendous, even though carried over a long-range pro- 
gram, and it does seem that the solution must come as the result of the 
town being assisted, even more than it is at present, by agencies such 
as the State or Federal Government, or both. The entire problem is a 
real one and warrants thorough study and the cooperation of all,

THE total circulation figures for 1949 again show a slight increase over 
those for the preceding year both at the main library and at the branches. 
It is interesting to note that the increase is in the circulation of non-fic- 
tion books rather than fiction. This is an encouraging sign that perhaps 
people are becoming more aware of world affairs and want books that 
will give them information. This is a trend which should be encour- 


aged. 


The Public Library Inquiry of the American Library Association 
has had many discussions and has made the suggestion that ‘‘the library 
profession in working to better its position as a social force’’ should 
“accept the responsibility of selecting from current publications the re- 
liable and valuable for retention in collections, leaving the ephemeral 
to commercial distributors.” 


Much reference work is done with both high school and college 
students. For serious students and for those interested in a particular 
subject the library tries to borrow requested books through inter-library 
loan. 


The library's policy of putting new books in their book jackets on 
display for a week, before they go into circulation, has proved very 
popular. In this way the public has an opportunity to look them over 
and decide which ones they want to reserve for future reading. This 
has helped stimulate the reading of non-fiction. 


Book Week was celebrated in the Children’s Library this year by 
holding open house for one evening. A very attractive display of books 
was arranged and refreshments were served. Thus parents and teachers 
were given a chance to see some of the new children’s literature. Book 
talks were given to several Parent-Teacher Associations and to two 
church groups. More teachers have requested books on special subjects 
for use in the school room when a particular subject is being studied. 
School room deposits are now limited to those teachers who request 
them. 


Several interesting gifts have been presented to the library, among 
them an old map of Natick dated 1877, a painting of John Eliot and 
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the Indians and a very old copy of an Exeter, New Hampshire news- 
paper, “Exeter Watchman and Agricultural Repository,” July 18, 1820. 


There have been a number of exhibits at the library this year. Sev- 
eral have come from the Children’s Museum in Jamaica Plain through 
the-courtesy of Mr. Dyke L. Quackenbush. Two United Nations ex- 
hibits, showing what the United Nations has done and what you can do 
to help, have been loaned to the library through the Massachusetts Li- 
brary Association. Miss Helen M. Groves, art teacher of the Natick 
schools, held an excellent exhibit of the work done in the art classes of 
the first six grades. 


The library is planning to have a small collection of phonograph 
records ready for circulation early in the year. Most libraries have 
found such collections popular, For the present the records would be 
for circulation only. In the future, if it is successful a suitable sound 
proof music room equipped with record playing machines would have 


to be provided. 


Thé library would like to give equal service to all parts of the 
town, but at the present time this does not seem possible. A room in 
each of the school houses in East Natick and North Natick is used now 
for library purposes one afternoon and evening a week. Books are 
carried there in a private car in boxes, unpacked and then repacked and 
brought back to the library at the end of the day. This entails quite a 
bit of labor. 


It would seem that the most efficient way to give service to these 
areas as well as in the areas not being served now would be through the 
use of a bookmobile—a library on wheels—which would make stops at 
specified places and times for the purpose of circulating books. 


A bookmobile is made up of a truck chassis with a specially built 
body that is equipped inside with shelves for books and magazines, a 
charging desk, lights and heat, and usually holds from 1200 to 2400 
books. By this means wherever the bookmobile stops people may come 
inside to select their books and have them charged. Bookmobiles are 
being used more and more with success in many towns as a most satis- 
factory means of providing a library for the outlying districts. Better 
library service could be given to the schools and a plan of providing 
shut-ins with books could be carried out.

They feel that the bookmobile will be the most satisfactory medium for 
. rendering better service. 


The bookmobile will be of great service to those in outlying areas 
as well as to shut-ins. It is an economical method of serving many and 
other communities which use one are high in their praise of it.

COMMITTEE ON PARK DEPARTMENT 


THIS committee was appointed by the moderator under Article 4:50 of 
1949 Town Meeting to investigate the advisability of placing the Park 
Department under the jurisdiction of the Commissioners of Public 
Works. 


The Committee is of the opinion that under the direction of the 
Board of Public Works, aided by its more and better facilities avail- 
able to them at all times, the Park Department may be more efficiently 
operated. But it must be noted, however, that the Public Works Board 
with its many other departments and duties would be unable to devote 
as much time to parks as the present Park Board. This could lead 
to a demand for a permanent full time official to manage that part 
of the Public Works Department. 


Looking into the accomplishments of the Park Commissioners 
during the summer months of 1949 the committee notes a marked 
improvement in the parks. The use of a small truck obtained from 
another department, and the fine cooperation of the Board of Public 
Works which they have had, have been helpful. They believe con- 
tinued cooperation will enable them to carry out a program of much 
needed improvements in the coming year or two. The failure of the 
sponsors of Article 4450 to communicate with the committee, although 
requested by letter to do so, proved to be disappointing. 


The committee recommends no changes at this time. 


MEMORIAL PARK COMMITTEE 


THE Memorial Park Committee, during the past year, has continued 
with the improvement of the playing surface of the football field. 
Through the careful work of a local landscape gardener, a fine surface 
was ready for the high school squad for their opening game in Septem- 
ber. 


New toilet facilities were installed in the Field House with en- 
trances from the West for women and for men, and separate facilities 
within the building for the home and visiting teams. Drinking foun- 
tains were installed in the building for the players. The building was 
wired and electric lights installed in the four toilet rooms and the 
main dressing rooms. 
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Twelve hundred seats were purchased and installed on the West 
side of the Field. An elevated area to the northwest was leveled and 
600 seats installed. This stand is raised about three feet above the 
level of the Field and thus gives those seated in the lower seats a 
much better view of the playing surface. Another year consideration 
will be given to raising the remaining stands on piers so that the lower 
few rows of seats will have a good view of the playing surface under 
all conditions. 


The committee has presented an article in the 1950 Town War- 
rant providing for further development of the area, including laying 
out and completion of a running track, jump pits, etc. This track will 
encircle the football field and be a standard quarter-mile track. 

College physical directors and doctors are generally united on 
the opinion that track athletics are of great benefit to High School 
boys, principally because large numbers can participate, the events 
can be of their choice and the progress to a great extent individual. 
They also emphasize the point that a running track and the connected 
field events provide many opportunities for the boy who is not yet 
developed where he enjoys the bodily contact of mass games. 

To complete the track it will be necessary to grade a part of the 
area to the north. Approval of the sum recommended by the committee 
would make possible the completion of the grading of the entire area. 


RELEASE OF LAND 


THIs committee was appointed by the Moderator under the vote taken 
on Article 27 of the warrant for the Special Town Meeting of May 17, 
1949, 


The committee has met with Mr. Warren Scholz and his counsel 
Mr. Walter Burke concerning the action of Mr. Scholz in constructing 
a building encroaching within the said Fourth Street. 


It is the opinion of the committee that Mr. Scholz caused this 
encroachment in good faith, and since said Fourth Street has never 
been constructed and is not likely to be constructed that no hardships 
will be caused other abutters should the Town of Natick release cer- 
tain of its rights, title and interest in and over Fourth Street. 


The committee recommends that the Board of Selectmen be 
authorized to execute an instrument whereby the Town of Natick will 
release all of its rights, title and interest on or over that part of Fourth 
Street and Summit Street abutting land of Warren Scholz as shown 
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on “Plan of Land in Natick, Roland Uhlin, Civil Engineer,’ Febru- 
ary 1, 1947,” filed in the Registry of Deeds for the. South Registry, 
District of Middlesex County in Registration Book 411, Page 17, with 
Certificate 61547, and provided said Warren Scholz will release to 
the Town of Natick all of his rights, title and interest on or over the 
remainder of Fourth Street and that part of Fifth Street not abutting 
his property as shown on the filed plan indicated above. 


COMMITTEE ON TRANSFERRING LAND 


A PETITION signed by 59 persons was submitted to the Board of 
Selectmen asking that the Section of land containing their various 
properties be made a part of the Town of Framingham and Article 
26, was placed in Warrant for the Special Town Meeting of May 17, 
1949. Under this Article a Committee was appointed to study the 
advisability of transferring this land. 


The records of the Board of Assessors shows the valuation of 
the property concerned located on “C’, “D”, Howe, Hill, Longview, 
Masonna, and Nolin Streets to be as follows: 


Land $12,450.00 
20 Dwellings $56,525.00 
Total $68,975.00 


The records of the School Department indicate a school popula- 
tion at the present titme of 31 pupils with an increase of 5 indicated 
which gives a total school population of 36. 


The Board of Public Works indicates that the investment on 
present water installation and street construction completed is as 
follows: 


Loker Street (also known as D St.) 


2’ water main $1,200.00 
Howe, Longview, Morency St. 
6’ water main $6,400.00 
Hartford Street water main $3,300.00 
$11,900.00 
Construction of Loker Street 
(an accepted Street) $4,179.00 
Total cost of existing construction $16,079.00 


Hill, Howe, Longview, Morency and Loker Streets are the only 
streets that have buildings. 
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New construction on the above streets which are at the present 
not accepted would amount to 4,965 Lin. Feet, at $12.00 or 
$59,580.00. This work done under the betterment act would cost the 

Town of Natick $29,790.00. 


Observation of the area indicates the need of construction of 
Howe, Longview, Morency, and Hill Streets to make this area in 
excellent condition in as much as water is already installed. The 
present valuation of the property in the area would preclude such 
an outlay, but such a development would substantially increase the 
valuation thus allowing for the project. 


The committee considers any transfer of land in this area to the 
Town of Framingham detrimental to the best interests of the Town 
of Natick and recommends indefinite postponement. The Committee 
considers further study unnecessary and asks that it be discharged. 


SCHOOL SURVEY COMMITTEE 


THis Committee has continued its study of school needs, following the 
same procedure as previously reported. The addition, of the Kinder- 
garten at the West Natick School has been completed and is now in 
use. The new Lincoln School is now in use under an agreement with 
the contractor and final needed correction in the building will be made 
during the coming Summer vacation. The combined Oak Grove- 
Nathan Rice Elementary School, now known as the Harold H. Johnson 
School, is in use under agreement with the contractor. 


Construction on the New East and West Elementary Schools has 
begun and it is believed the two buildings will be ready for use by 
next September. 


This Committee has during the past year studied seriously the 
trend in building in the different sections of the town, and believes 
the erection of a new elementary school in the North Natick section 
should now be undertaken on land purchased by the Town. 


Census figures prepared by the East and West Natick Parent 
Teachers’ Association indicate a further need of study for school 
housing in these sections. Further study will be made during the com- 
ing year to determine as accurately as possible the number of additional 
school rooms required and to decide where these should be added. 


As mentioned in prior reports, rehabilitation of classrooms in 
the older schools should have immediate attention. Surveys made by 
research departments of the Boston Edison Company disclose the 
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present lighting arrangements are entirely inadequate and far below 
standards. Color has close affiliation with lighting problems. To deter- 
mine proper relationship, the Research Department of the Pittsburgh 
Paint Company has completed a survey and suggested proper colors 
that may be used. 


The Committee will insert an Article in the Town Warrant 
recommending the rehabilitation of classrooms in the older schools. 


Play today has an important part in school education as well as 
in community activities. It is with this thought in mind that the Com- 
mittee will insert an Article in the Town Warrant recommending 
improvements in present school playgrounds. 


Within the course of two years facilities in both your Senior and 
Junior High Schools will need to be expanded to twice their present 
capacity to care for the increased school enrollment properly. 


This need presents a grave problem and will call for a substan- 
tial capital outlay by the Town. The Committee is continuing its study 
of the school needs and will present recommendations at a later date. 


SPECIAL REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


THE School Committee, appointed as a Special Committee undet 
Article 23 of the Warrant for the Special Town Meeting as of May 
17, 1949, to raze the old Lincoln School, submits the following report: 


After the development of specifications, proper advertising and 
due consideration of bids received, the contract to raze the old Lincoln 
School was awarded to the Framingham Building Wrecking Company 
for a total sum of six hundred and fifteen dollars ($615.00), which 
has been paid the Town of Natick. 


The Committee is pleased to report that all specifications for 
this work, as authorized, have been completed. The final disposition of 
the site as it now exists must be determined by the townspeople. 


New SCHOOL BUILDING COMMITTEES 


SHORTLY after Building Committees were appointed by the Town 
Moderator for the new schools in East and West Natick, a joint 
meeting was held by the Committees. Tucker and Rich were selected 
as their architects. Various sketches and plans were examined and 
discussed in detail, and estimates were obtained to govern the Com- 
mittees in endeavoring to secure the best possible construction to be 
obtained within the amounts appropriated by the Town. 
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Selection of the type of school building was decided and final 
plans were drawn by the architects and accepted. Notice of proposed 
buildings were advertised and bids were requested. Numerous con- 
tractors forwarded bids which were opened on October 13, 1949. 
After an analysis of the bids, the contract for erection for the West 
Natick school was awarded to the White Construction Company. The 
East Natick school contract was awarded to C. R. Burns & Sons. 


Work was started prior to the erection in site preparation, thus 
enabling an immediate start by the contractor, and we expect the 
building to be ready for occupancy by September, 1950. 


JOHNSON SCHOOL BUILDING COMMITTEE 


THE new school building is erected and is rapidly reaching comple- 
tion. The building is now in use under an agreement with the con- 
tractor. 


Certain needed changes in the building have arisen which will 
require additional funds. These the Committee believe available 
through savings made in the purchase of equipment and they propose 
to insert an Article in the Town Warrant requesting a transfer from 
the Furniture and Fixture Fund, voted at the Annual Town Meeting 
in March, 1949, to the Building Fund. 


It is believed the building will be completed early in 1950. Final 
landscaping of the playground and seeding of the land in front of 
the school will be done next spring. 


West NATICK KINDERGARTEN BUILDING COMMITTEE 


THE Committee can now report the completion of the Kindergarten 
addition to the West Natick School and the acceptance of the com- 
pleted undertaking from the contractor. 


It is believed the adding of this project aids in the school educa- 
tional plan and it is hoped that all persons who are interested will 
avail themselves of the privilege of visiting the Kindergarten. 


LINCOLN SCHOOL BUILDING COMMITTEE 


THE Committee reports the New Lincoln School is now in use under 
a tentative agreement. Acceptance of the building is held in abeyance 
until such time as certain faults are corrected by the contractor. It is 
believed this will be cared for during the summer vacation period 
in 1950. 
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SCHOOL SPRINKLER SYSTEM 


THE committee was appointed by the Moderator, under Article sixteen 
of the Annual Meeting of 1949, to study the cost of sprinkler systems 
in the public schools and their effect upon present insurance rates. 


The estimated costs of providing complete sprinkler systems in 
school buildings are as follows: 


Senior High School $12,700.00 Bacon School 6,100.00 
Junior High School 15,800.00 Felchville School 6,500.00 
South Natick School 8,500.00 West Natick School 9,000.00 
East Natick School 6,400.00 Total $65.000.00 


The estimated saving in insurance rates to the Town, if all the 
above school buildings were provided with complete sprinkler systems, 
would be approximately $3,000.00 per year or greater than one third 
of the total insurance premiums paid by the Town. 


The above figures on costs were arrived at from estimates received 
from a reliable contractor for the systems within the buildings and 
from the Department of Public Works for the water main connec- 
tions to the buildings. 


The figure on insurance rate reductions was obtained from the 
New England Fire Insurance Rating Association through the office 
of the Town’s insurance broker. 


The following school buildings are not included in the above 
for the reasons given. 


New Lincoln School Fireproof Construction 
Harold H. Johnson School Provided with sprinklers now. 
North Natick School Single room — Temporary use 
The committee strongly recommends that the sprinkler equipment 


be provided in the seven school buildings listed above for the follow- 
ing reasons: 


1. Protection from loss of life, a leading factor in the opinion of 
your committee. 


2. Protection from loss of school facilities. Such a loss at the 
present time might cripple our educational program. 


3. The actual cost to the town would be small in proportion to 
the protection afforded when the saving in insurance is considered, 
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CLASSIFICATION COMMITTEE 


SINCE the last town meeting this committee has continued its series of 
conferences, with the various department heads of the town, in 
order to complete the job descriptions which define the character of 
the work performed by the employees. Work on this phase of the 
program is practically completed. 


The committee has submitted for consideration by the town 
meeting a by-law which would create a personnel board for the town, 
and establish the framework within which this board would admin- 
ister and maintain a classification and pay plan. 


The next step in the committee's program will be the recom- 
mendation of minimum and maximum salaries for each position 
included in the classification plan as well as step rate increases for 
each such salary range. 


COMMITTEE ON PARKING METERS 


THIS committee was appointed pursuant to vote of the Town under 
Article 36 of the Warrant for the Special Town Meeting of May 17, 
1949, to consider whether the by-laws should be amended to permit 
the installation of parking meters in residential districts. A public 
hearing was held and no person appeared as an advocate of the amend- 
ment. The committee unanimously reports adversely upon the adop- 
tion of the amendment. 


The committee received considerable information relative to the 
present meters, particularly information upon costs, maintenance, 
installations, angle parking, and income. The committee is advised 
that meter installations in front of many places of business are useful 
in that they bring about a movement of vehicles to and from particular 
shops. 


The traffic problems created by parking vehicles on ways thac 
bear heavy traffic would be alleviated by the establishment of off-street 
parking areas in or near the central business district. It is known 
generally that areas suitable or desirable for such off-street parking 
are limited. It does not appear that net revenues from meter installa- 
tions will be sufficient to defray the costs of acquiring such off-street 
parking areas. 


The traffic difficulties incidental to long-term and all-day park- 
ing may be alleviated by establishing limited parking areas. The 
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committee is advised that two-hour parking is effective now for West 
Central Street between Main Street and Spring Street, and the place- 
ment of proper signs by the Department of Works will permit enforce- 
ment of that regulation. 


FrrRE ALARM COMMITTEE 


THE Fire Alarm Committee appointed under Article 54 of the Annual 
Town Warrant for the year 1947, to rebuild and reconstruct certain 
control apparatus of the Fire Alarm System submits its report as 
follows: 


As a result of an appropriation of $20,000. under Article 42 
of Annual Town Meeting of 1949, it is our pleasure to announce that 
the following work was accomplished: 


1. A new panel was added to the Central Alarm Equipment; 


2. Underground cable was installed along North Main Street 
(while the thoroughfare was being reconstructed) to the 
Worcester Turnpike, of adequate size to provide for future 
growth; 


3. Twenty-two new boxes were installed in the Sherwood and 
West Natick areas. 


4. Seventeen boxes of an obsolete and dangerous type were re- 
placed throughout the Town. 


All this work, so far as possible, was performed by members of 
the Fire Department; effecting a considerable saving on our previously 
estimated figure. 


Finally, it is believed a second step on outside construction should 
be undertaken this year. The following construction should be done; 
relocating and rebuilding the circuits of the Walnut Hill, East Natick 
and North Natick areas. The installation of an additional Central 
Alarm Panel, and the installation of 10 additional boxes in the above 
mentioned areas. 


The Committee is inserting in the Warrant for 1950 an article 
requesting funds to accomplish this work. 


"TOWN CLOCK COMMITTEE 


THE Town Clock Committee appointed under Article 4428 of the 
Special Town Meeting of May 17, 1949, to investigate the subject 
of repairing, discontinuing or electrifying the Town Clocks. 
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After a very thorough investigation of the present town clocks, 
we find that they are very old and are not reliable. Every effort has 
failed to keep them running correctly for any period of time. It is be- 
lieved unwise and would prove unsatisfactory to make any further 
expenditure on the present equipment. The committee believes that 
they cannot be made dependable. 


It is the opinion of this committee that the Town should not 
discontinue the town clocks in either Natick Center or South Natick. 
So far as we are able to ascertain, the people of Natick desire to 
have town clocks in their present locations, giving correct time. 


The Committee favors electrifying these clocks, eliminating the 
strikers, for which the cost would be prohibitive. The faces of the 
clocks must be repaired and refinished. Accurate costs of this work 
will be available for action at this Town Meeting. 


An article has been inserted in the Warrant for the Annual Town 
meeting and your committee feels that favorable action should be 
taken this year on at least one of these projects. 


TRAFFIC RULES 


APPOINTED under Article 47 of the 1949 Annual Town Meeting, 
this committee has been charged with compiling and publishing in 
pamphlet form all of the existing traffic rules and regulations. 


On October 26, 1949, the committee submitted to the Selectmen 
for approval and forwarding to the State Board of Public Works for 
ratification, three copies of the regulations with some corrections 
and additions, as well as the approved changes made since publica- 
tion of the last pamphlet in 1937. 


Because there has been delay in obtaining the necessary approvals, 
the committee reports it will be unable to complete the necessary 
requirements this year and suggests that it be continued. 


TOWN FOREST COMMITTEE 


THIS committee reports the Town Forest to be in excellent condition 
and relatively free of pests and blights. With regret it is reported 
that some of the abuttors to the Forest have cut and mutilated trees. 
It is hoped that they will be made aware of how cutting and mutilat- 
ing can destroy this beautiful sanctuary. 
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PRESERVATION OF TOWN CLERK RECORDS 


THis Committee appointed under Article 84 of the Warrant for the 
Annual Town Meeting of 1947 has been assigned the duty of study- 
ing the problem of providing suitable quarters and equipment for the 
preservation and convenient use of public records in the custody of 
the Town Clerk. | 


The Committee is still confronted with the problem of finding 
suitable and convenient quarters and wishes more time to carry out 
the purpose of this Article. 


TOWN By-Laws COMMITTEE 


A List of the special and general statutes accepted by the town has 
been assembled and is being checked to determine the correct references 
in the General Laws and whether some of these statutes are now 
obsolete. 


A study of the existing by-laws is being made because of 
changes in the General Laws and of court decisions relating in 
the main to civil liberties. 


With these basic steps completed the present status of the 
Town's by-laws and statutory acceptances will be known. There- 
after this committee intends to propose necessary improvements 
in the by-laws. 


VETERANS’ GRAVES OFFICER 


ALL of our Cemeteries have been visited and the Veterans Graves 
have been found in much better shape than they were at any time 
previous to this year. The work that has been done in other years is 
now rewarding us for the effort that has been put into this project. 


All the Square markers decorations and the decorations that were 
on the Civil War Monument on the Common were removed after 
they had served their purpose. The flags were placed on Veterans 
Graves in all the Cemeteries for Memorial Day and picked up after 
they had served the allotted time, usually about 90 days, after they 
are put out. A contract to have our map system at the Morse Institute 
extended has been made but the funds available at present are not 
enough to do a complete job. 


The attention of the Park Dept. has been called to the Civil 
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War Monument. This large granite monument is in need of repair. 
The weather is getting into it and the frost and freezing will soon 
destroy it. A number of bronze grave markers have disappeared 
from the Cemeteries and this matter has been referred to the Police 
Dept. 


Vhis year the Veterans’ Graves Officer filed a bill to improve 
the Graves Registration system. This bill became law October 27th, 
1949. Under the law no Veteran’s grave should go unregistered in 
the future. 


Much time has been spent to improve and to preserve the 


dignity and honor for the deceased Veterans who rightly deserve such 
tribute.

RECOUNT 


Natick, Mass., March 19, 1949 
In accordance with Petition for Recount, the ballots cast in all five 
Precincts of the Town of Natick at the Election March 7, 1949 for Select- 
men were recounted by the Registrars of Voters of Natick at Concert Hall, 
Saturday, March 19, 1949 at 3:30 P. M. The Registrars were assisted by 
twenty-four other voters, evenly divided between the two local political 
parties.

This parcel of land has a limited frontage on the Worcester 
Turnpike and is surrounded on the other sides by the Natick and 
Framingham Sewer Beds, the former Lydon Piggery, by a long siding 
on the Saxonville Branch of the B. & A. R. R. and the present Wind- 
sor furniture establishment. It was last used as a manufacturing site 
of the Lockjoint Pipe Company, making aqueduct pipe of large di- 
mensions. 


The only uses to which this property in its location is suited would 
be business or manufacturing establishments. Because of the R. R. 
siding and frontage on Worcester Turnpike and Speen Street, it 
provides an ideal location for a large business installation, which 
could provide employment and an important source of Tax revenue 
to the town. 


The present owners of the property have in prospect, business 
construction which would add over $1,000,000 to the valuation of 
the town. Nearby the Town of Framingham is now receiving the 
benefit of a $7,000,000 shopping area that three years ago might 
well have come to the town of Natick. 


- Such an installation might have provided the equivalent of $14.00 


on the Natick tax rate or above $70.00 a year in taxes on an average 
residence in the town. 

The Planning Board feels that the town of Natick should not miss 
this opportunity to lighten the load of taxation and cost of munici- 
pal improvements. The Planning Board therefore recommends fa- 
vorable action on this article.
